land has not resolved to do. On the contrary, says 
Lord Palmerston, she has resolved to unite with 
France and the other protesting Powers in recom- 
mending the Sultan to annul the "irregular" ele 
tlons in Moldavia. The Freueh Emperor's visit to 
Osborne, it appears, has led to a perfect undemand- 
ing between the British Ministry and himself, and 
henceforth, as regards the peinling crisis, England 
is to be counted on the side of Pussia. This leaves 
Turkey to herself and the hardly less miserable 
companionship of Austria. Of course the immedi- 
ate issue cannot be doubtful. The Sultan will suc- 
cumb, and the election in the vexed Province will 
be held over again. For the present the crisis is 
virtually allayed. But what if an election indi - 
putably regular shall produce substantially the 
same result as the late irregular one ? What if the 
people of Moldavia declare unequivocally against 
the project of union ? What will Puissia and her 
backers, no longer including England, do then ? 
Will they respect the choice of the people, in obedi- 
ence to their own solemn engagement, or will they 
treat the Divan, convened in pursuance of that en- 
gagement, as a simple puppet, whose movements 
are to !>e shaped exclusively by themselves ? Will 
they give effect or permit effect to be given to the 
wishes of the people, or wiil they give effect to their 
own wishes, regardless of the people's? And if the 
latter, will England tamely submit to such high- 
handed conduct, and advise Turkey to do so ? 

Theie questions may serve to suggest the real per- 
il of the case, which evidently will begin ta appear 
only when the present crisis is passed. If the peo- 
ple of the Prorinces should fairly declare themselves 
in favor of union, their wishes would undoubtedly 
be carried out. England's opposition to this project 
bears no sort of proportion to Russia's opposition to 
the counter one. Indeed, I»rd Clarendon, as is well 
known, actually supported the project of the union of 
the Principalities in the Congress of Paris, and the 
I-ondon Times, if lacking in honesty, certainly not 
in sagacity, now asserts that '-the solution of the dif- 
ficulty will probably be found in the substitution of 
some other security against KtisMa for the separa- 
tion of the provinces." It is, then, highly probable 
that England will cheerfully acquiesce in the uniou 
of the Principalities, if the people shall only call 
for it. But i; i' not so clear that Bussia. counting 
c >nt; dently on the aid of France, will acquiesce iu 
their separation, if the people call for that. And if 
she doesn't, we may at an early period see the Ea.,t- 
ernq\estion reopened, ami Europe once more quiv- 
ering beneath the tread of hostile armies. Unques- 
tionably the most grave and critical stage of the 
present controv ersy has not yet been reached. 

Tin: Financial Hoi-.i/.on. — The feverish state 
into which the community were thrown upon the 
announcement of the recent financial troubles in 
New York has been succeeded by a comparative 
calm. That which, by superficial observers, was 
supposed to l>c the exposition of a general unsound- 
ness among the industrial clashes, turns out to be 
merely the departure of banking institutions and 
RmmcW hous-«, the latter more particularly, from 
the sphere of their legitimate business. The conse- 
quence has been that there is a present stringency in 
the money market in almost every section of the coun- 
try, which, in our opinion, will bt relieved as soon 
as operators in money shall have had time to devise 
a uew mode of procedure. 

During the railroad mania which has prevailed in 
the Northwest for several years, the State of Ken- 
tucky has been severely censured by the press in 
other sections <,:' the Union, for her dilatoriness in 
the construction of railroads through her domains. 
Time, however, lias verilied the soundness of the po- 
sition of our capitalists, who have sturdily refused 
to embaik ia railroad projects until the business 
along our lines promised to remunerate the construc- 
tors of railroads. The northwestern section of our 
country has pursued a different policy. The mo- 
ment that the increasing travel and trade seem '1 to 
indicate, even a far off remuneration, a railroad en- 
taplM would I»e undertaken, and that, too, upon 
capital from a distant locality. A few of the roads 
made large dividends almost as ^oon as completed, 
and the success t f these was made the Itasis of sim- 
ilar enterprises, which not only absorbed the capital 
of their several localities, but drew largely upon 
our Eastern cities for the means of construction. 

So long as a few roads in conjunction monopolized 
all the travel and a large portion of the merchan- 
ilze. their increasing receipts gav? an indication, 
from month to month, that the high prices which 
their stock had reached would be permanent. This, 
as a mutter of course, stimulated the projectors of 
collateral and competing roads to complete their sev- 
eral enterprises. The completion of some of these 
lias materially lcsoned the receipts of the most pro- 
ductive roads, while those moae recently constructed 
Jind that their running expenses are eating up their 
in-:':.ies and disabling them from paying dividends 
at all. So far as these roads have abstracted the 
means for their construction from capitalists who 
are able to wait for their money or to lose it, no 
very injurious effect upon the community can occur. 
But where, as we suspect has been the case, Eastern 
banks have mode the stock and bonds of these rail- 
road corporations the basis of their discounts, the 
effect must be disastrous not only to those bar.kir 
institutions but to the parties, who, at this season 
of the year, rely upon bank facilities to carry on 
thtir regular bu sine»s. 

Although the piesent stringer. -y. rendered mere 
str!^j."nt by the unnecessary alarm which a few 
large failures have produced, will for the moment 
eir.harrass the regular traders throughout the couu- 
try, we anticipate the immediate- l. l vent of a period 
when the Eastern banks will give the go-bj to pro- 
positions for loans upon stocks, 'and confine their 
discounts to regular business paper. Such has bien 
the general rule in regard to our oi\ n banks. As a 
consequence, our banking institutions are sounder at 
the present moment than they have been for some 
time past, and we are assured that the bucks of the 
contiguous States are also in a sound cor..Iition 

As an illustration of this fact, so far as the State 
of Ohio is concerned, we may recu.- to the recent 
prediction of the New York Herald, that the explo- 
sien of the Ohio Life and Trust Company would be 
attended with disastrous results in Cincinnati. This 
failure has got to be an old st-,ry, aad thus the 
banking institutions of Ohio ar>. .uimpeached and 
there have been no important failures in Cincinnati 
i The New York press are very apt to predict a pauic 



iu the West, from similar causes which produce one 
hi their own city. But they should recollect that 
when our financial institutions are managed at home, 
as they alWyi should be, we have very little trouble. 
It U only when New York liuinciers get the control 
of Western hanking institutions that they are ex- 
posed to danger: and we hope their past experience 
will induce them hereafter to exclude Eastern man- 
agement, or rather mismanagement 

The more discreet importers of this section of the 
couutry, and we believe those of the Atlantic cities, 
have, for some time past, anxiously watched the 
immense strides of our railroad system, and have 
anticipated the state of things which has resulted 
therefrom. It is fair, therefore, to presume, in the 
abseiue of details, tliat the fall importations from 
abroad will l>e materially lessened. This, taken in 
connection with the superabundant crops of every 
description, indicates to us that the present strin- 
gency in the money market must yield as soon as 
bank directors recover from the effect of the recent 
failures. 

If the result of the present state of things shall 
be to induce the banking institutions, all over the 
land, to use their funds for the development of the 
regular busiuess of their several localities, the les- 
son will not be without its advantages. There is 
scarcely a Northern Atlantic city ir. which there has 
not been a stereotyped complaint for years that a 
few large corporations and leading financiers absorbed 
the available funds of the banks to the deprivation 
of the merchants and traders. We now begin to 
perceive the uses to which these funds have been 
put, and, although the implicated banks have made, 
on paper, large amounts by such devices as selling 
exchange ami taking obligations to protect their 
currency as it came back from circulation, we be- 
lieve the end thereof will demonstrate that a depar- 
ture from legitimate banking operations is sure to 
accomplish their ruin. 

Notwithstanding the severity of the pressure upon 
thoee who have coutined themselves to a legitimate 
business, we cannot learn that there are any indica- 
tions of unsoundness among those classes. They 
will undoubtedly sustain themselves until the crisis 
shall have passed. That over, they will be relieved 
of the outside corruption against which they have 
stnigsl-d M manfully and so successfully, and 
thereafter it will be both the recognized privilege 
and interest of the banking institutions of the coun- 
try to devote their fund.- to the development cf local 
industry. 

The Corps EotXOaiAL at nil Eats.— A large 
number of representatives of the press from different 
cities of the Union are in attendance upon the exhi- 
bition of the United States Agricultural Society. A- 
a class they ara a noble set of chivalrie and talented 
entlemen, distinguished for their intellectual abili- 
ty, their unrlagging industry, a»d social virtues. 
Their correspondence generally narrate- the tran- 
actions of the fair with graphic force and entire 
fairness; they "nothing extenuat? nor set down 
aught in malice." They view everything with an 
appreciative eye and a willingness '.o do full justice 
in every respect. 

We regret to find from the correspondence of the 
Cincinnati Gazette that there is an exception to this 
general candor and honest justice on the part of 
these representatives of the press. The correspon- 
dent of that paper appears to have come here not 
to describe impartially the proceedings of the exhi- 
bition, but to glorify Cincinnati and to abuse Louis- 
ville and Kentucky. From his account he seems to 
have been most shamefully neglected by both the 
press and the people of Louisville, and, with .^jtired 
temper and jaundiced eyes, he is determined to see 
nothing good in Louisville or in the exhibition ex- 
cept what has been derived from Cincinnati. In his 
estimation, there are no distinguished men present 
except those from Ohio, nor are there any machines 
or cattle or horses or sheep or swine or fruits or 
dowers or anything in fact iu the exhibition worthy 
of note except those which have been contributed 
from Cincinnati and Ohio. There can be no objec- 
tion to any just praise of Cincinnati contributions, 
and we most heartily concar in giving to her ma- 
chinists and to the cattle-breeders and horse-fan- 
ciers and agriculturists of Ohio their full meed of 
praise. We commend their enterprise, their indus- 
try, their intelligence, and tbeir inventive genius, 
and we are truly gratiiied to find in this national exhi- 
bition so many and such various and excellent contri- 
butions from them;but a studied attempt to depreciate 
the contributions from every other State and partic- 
ularly from Kentucky and a willful misrepresenta- 
tion of facts in order to degrade Louisville and glo- 
rify Cincinnati are ridiculous and contemptible. We 
are sure that such misrepresentations will not meet 
the approbation of the people of Cincinnati nor of the 
Ohio contributors who are honorably competing for 
premiums at this exhibition. There are, we under- 
stand, reasons why this correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette should entertain no good will toward 
Kentucky and Kentuckians generally, but his petty 
malice is discreditable alike to the person and to the 
profession. The people of Iyouisville, w e are happy 
to say, have not treated him as those of Covington 
did; and, to their credit be it spoken, the hotel- 
keepers of our city have not taken advantage of the 
necessities of the vast concourse of strangers in at- 
tendance upon this agricultural exhibition as many 
of them in Cincinnati took ad \antage of the people 
who attended the Democratic national convention in 
that citv last year

Out of our population there are at least three 
millions that chew tobacco; and on an average they 
will consume three pounds each, costing at least 
thirty cents a pound, which will amount to almost 
thirty millions of dollars per annum. 

We will certainly be safe in estimating the num- 
ber of smokers at four millions; and if we allow 
them an av erage of only two cigars a day, which is 
certainly a very moderate number, they "would con- 
sume eight millions daily, or the enormous amount 
of two billions nine hundred and twenty millions 
per annum. Allowing these cigars to cost but two 
cents each, it would amount to the princely f. rtuue 
of over fifty-eight millions of dollars expended in a 
single year for this trifling article. These cigars 
will average six inches in length, making in the ag- 
gregate seventeen billions five hundred and twenty 
millions of inches, or over three hundred thousand 
miles, which would be sufficient to reach around the 
earth nearly twelve times. 

The snuffing party, including females, will also 
amount to at least four millions. They will use, on 
an average, two pounds each per annum, amounting 
to eight millions. It will cost about twenty-five 
cents per pound, or two millions of dollars annu- 
allv. 

From the above calculation, it appears that there 
are nearly one hundred millions of dollars expended 
annually, by the people of the United States alone, 
for tobacco in its various uses. What a vast amount 
for a mere luxnrv!

IMPORTANT TREASURY CIRCULAR. 
Treasury Department, Aug. 31, 1857. 
Sir: — This Department has been furnished with 
undoubted evidence that there is a great difference 
between iron from different mines in the United 
States in the degree and rapidity with wuich they 
become oxydized. Congress, during the last ses- 
sion, appropriated $2,500 to test the different irons 
in this country in that particular. If these experi- 
ments shall establish the important fact that we have 
irons entirely or nearly proof against the corrosion of 
oxygen, it v ill multiply the uses of such iron to a 
very considerable extent for purposes to which it is 
now applied, and give it the preference over other 
irons for many purposes for which iron is now used. 

The very large extent to which this material is 
superceding the use of wood and stone in the public 
buildings, erected at a cost of many millions of dol- 
lars annually, under this department, renders it of 
the greatest importance to know what irons resist for 
the longest period the action of oxygen. It is hoped 
that the great interest the iron masters have in the 
result of this experiment will be considered a suffi- 
cient apology for requesting samples of their iron 
and the ores from which they are made. 

I have, therefore, to request that you will forward 
to this Department, by mail or express, two or three 
small samples of iron, and a sample of ore, from each 
of the mines worked by you — the samples of iron not 
to exceed a quarter of a pound each, and the ore not 
to exceed a half pound in weight. I would also re- 
quest information on the following points, viz : The 
extent of the ore deposit ; facilities of mining ore ; 
its distance from furnace, and distance of furnace 
from market, and mode of transportation thence ; 
the fuel used ; relative cost of charcoal, coke, crude, 
bituminous, and anthracite) iron; kin l of flux, and 
its cost, &c ; the capacity of the establishment and 
the amount of iron produced during the last year, 
and what it would be capable of producing under a 
ready sale and remunerating prices ; any peculiarity 
of the iron produced ; whether there are "rolling mills 
iu the vicinity, and what description of iron they 
roll ; to what purpose most of the products of your 
furnace are applied, and what description of iron 
the establishment most produces ; when did your 
works first go into operation ; what has been the an- 
nual production, and what the ruling prices each 
year since your works were first started. 

You will please give the State and county ia 
which your iron mine is situated and the distance 
your fuel is transported. As it is the intention of 
the Department to furnish you with the result of 
the experiments, you will please name the po=t of- 
fice through which to address you. If you know of 
any one in your neighborhood interested in the iron 
business, who does not receive a copy of this letter, 
if you will forward his address one will be rent to 
him. You will realise the value of the information 
when you reflect upon the growing importance of 
the iron interest of the country — a fact attributable, 
in no small degree, to the introduction of iron as a 
substitute for other materials in our public build- 
ings. 

The policy of affording encouragement to this 
great interest, by promoting its production and in- 
creasing it» consumption, has been commenced bv 
i the government, and I am desirous of obtaining ail 
i the information which can be bad on the subject, 
; with a view to its further development. 

This circular will be addressed to persons vol im- 
| mediately connected with iron establishment*, as it 
i- believed that there will be not only a willingness 
i ut an anxiety on the part of every one to advance 
the object which the department has in view. 

I am desirous of obtaining the information -sked 
tor at the earliest practical moment.

Matters political are the all absorbing subject of j 
conversation. On the 28th ult., the American State j 
Convention met at Sacramento, and, after nomina. : 
ting a full State ticket, and re-endorsing their na- 
tional platform, adjourned. They unanimously ; 
approved of the propriety of paying tlie State debt, 
so that resolutions to this effect are now incorporated I 
into the proceedings of all the political conventions 
which have been held. The settlers throughout the 
State are extraordinarily zealous, and in many 
counties have nominated full tickets. They can poll 
an immense vote in the State, and if they concen- 
trate their strength on any one of the candidates of 
the other political parties he is almost sure to be 
elected. 

In San Francisco the Reform party has nominated 
an excellent ticket, composed of men of all politi- 
cal parties, and citizens not only honest and up- 
right, but men thoroughly identified with the in- 
terests of the city and State. There is no doubt of 
tbe triumphant election of the ticket. 

Kx-Gov. Bigler, U. S Minister to Chile, left this 
port for Valparaiso, with his family, on the 29th ult., 
in the clipper ship Red Rover. 

The Cttg — A meeting of the American party of 
the citv and county of San Francisco, was held on 
Saturday evening, 18th inst., at Schuppert's Sa- 
loon, corner of Jackson and Stockton streets.

The meeting 
was addressed by Bailie Peyton, Esq. A series of 
resolutions were passed declaring the vitality of 
the party, and appointing a Committee to nominate 
delegates to the State Convention, and a county 
ticket, "if they see fit."
